Tight race in Halifax West sees Liberal incumbent retain seat 


After a few anxious early 
moments, Geoff Regan got a 
hero’s welcome at a Bedford 
pub last night as the re¬ 
elected MP for Halifax West. 

“I think we’ve had a ter¬ 
rific campaign,” Regan said 
after supporters greeted 
him at the door.

Cheers 
rang out and the waitresses 
got busier as relieved sup¬ 
porters sat down to eat and 
drink. 

Afterwards, the NDP’s 


Lorincz said Regan “misrep¬ 
resented and maligned” her 
on the first day of cam¬ 
paigning. She said Regan’s 
main tactic was convincing 
people to vote Liberal out of 
fear of a Conservative ma¬ 
jority. 

“I would have preferred 
to have run on the record 
and on the issues, (rather) 
than engaging in those 
kinds of tactics,” Lorincz 
said. 

She said she will continue 
to work for the environ¬ 
ment, social justice and the 
rights of women and chil¬ 
dren.

“It’s not just us against 
the inmates anymore, it’s 
us against management,” 
said one worker who was 
too afraid for her job to 
provide her name. “We are 
now triple bunked. Our lev¬ 
el of danger has gone up.” 

The three firings and 
nine suspensions came af¬ 
ter what Deputy Justice 
Minister Fred Honsberger 
calls an excessive use of 
force incident. 

Security cameras caught 
the Aug. 1 incident in 
which a guard at the Cen¬ 
tral Nova Scotia Correction¬ 
al Facility in Burnside was 
assaulted by an inmate and 
other workers responded. 

“What we saw on camera 
was disturbing to us in 
terms of the level of force 


that was used against an of¬ 
fender and that concern on 
our part prompted the dis¬ 
cipline that was taken,” 
Honsberger told the media 
in the Department of Jus¬ 
tice Terminal Road build¬ 
ing while protesters 
marched outside. 

Jim Gosse, president of 
the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employ¬ 
ees Union Local 480, said 
police cleared the three 
guards. 

“We’re obviously very en¬ 
couraged by that,” he said. 

“We believe it’s no coin¬ 
cidence two of those three 
individuals were instru¬ 
mental in carrying out 
work refusals over unsafe 
escorts this past spring.” 

But Const. Brian Palme- 
ter with the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police said the inves¬ 
tigation is still ongoing. 


An adjudication hearing 
for the fired employees was 
expedited by the Justice De¬ 
partment. Gosse said he ex¬ 
pects it within six weeks, 
whereas ordinarily it could 
have taken years. 

Honsberger said the 
hearing was expedited be¬ 
cause the level of discipline 
handed out was so exten¬ 
sive. 

Prison guards are also 
still upset with their work¬ 
ing conditions, Gosse said. 

“We’ve seen what hap¬ 
pens when we don’t have 
the staff and we don’t have 
the equipment and we’re 
lacking in training to deal 
with situations,” he said. 

A prisoner was mistaken¬ 
ly released from the Burn¬ 
side jail earlier this month, 
making him the fourth 
prisoner to be released by 
accident this year.

Doctors must care 
for mother, not kids 


A doctor’s professional 
obligations do not extend 
to unconceived children 
of female patients, the 
Ontario Court of Appeal 
has ruled in a case involv¬ 
ing a girl left with birth 
defects from an acne drug 
taken by her mother. 

Requiring physicians to 
look out for the welfare of 
yet-to-be-conceived chil¬ 
dren would force them in¬ 
to an impossible conflict 
between acting in the best 
interests of a woman 
they’re treating and the 
welfare her future child, 
the court said in a unani¬ 
mous decision yesterday. 
It would also have pro¬

Shaffiq Ramji, the New¬ 
market doctor who pre¬ 
scribed the medication in 
2002, believed there was 
no chance Dawn Paxton 
would become pregnant 
because her husband had 
undergone a vasectomy 
more than four years ear¬ 
lier.

Expect more drama in House 

Experts talk about possible scenarios with another Tory minority

As the dust settles from 
another federal election, 
Canadians may spend to¬ 
day blinking and wonder¬ 
ing whether the past five 
weeks were just a dream. 

But despite the same old 
outcome yesterday — 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in charge of a mi¬ 
nority government — the 
Canadian constitution does 
allow for some unlikely but 
interesting possibilities in 
the months to come. 

Three constitutional ex¬ 
perts weighed in with sce¬ 
narios that could change 
the status quo.

returns Conservatives 
won the west by dominat¬ 
ing in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan as expected, 
and the NDP made gains at 
the Liberals’ expense in 
Manitoba and British 
Columbia. 

B.C. was the biggest west¬ 
ern question mark, with 
three-way races in ridings 
so tight that both Stephane 
Dion and Stephen Harper 
made last-minute pitches 
in the province on their fi¬ 
nal day of the campaign. 

With 36 of the 92 
western seats on offer, bat¬ 
tleground British Columbia 
could have given the Con¬ 
servatives a majority. But 
while the Tories made 
gains, they weren’t 
enough. 

The Conservatives were 
leading in 24 ridings, the 
NDP with five and the Lib¬ 
erals with two in early 
polling results an hour af¬ 
ter polling stations closed. 

In the divided urban Van¬ 
couver ridings, the battle 
was mainly between the 
Liberals and the NDP, 
while the Conservatives 
dominated the fast¬ 
growing eastern suburbs. 

The safest seat for B.C. 
Liberals was supposed to 
be Vancouver South, where 
former Liberal cabinet 
minister Ujjal Dosanjh was 
set to win again handily. 

For the NDP, the Vancouver 
East riding by party House 
Leader Libby Davies was al¬ 
so a sure thing. 

But the pivotal seat of 
Vancouver Centre, where 
Liberal MP Hedy Fry faced 
three strong challengers 
was too close to call.

TURNOUT Advocates have tried 
to convince young people to 
vote for their future; immigrants 
to vote for their new country;

Dion’s uphill battle 


Tories fail to 
crack large

tsx Toronto’s benchmark 
stock index may have “out¬ 
performed” Wall Street’s 
S&P 500 under previous 
minority governments, but 
history may not repeat it¬ 
self this time around 
because the financial crisis 
is threatening to trigger a 
global recession, 
investment experts predict¬ 
ed yesterday. 

The deepening financial 
crisis largely eclipsed the 
federal election, prompting 
Toronto’s S&P/TSX 
Composite Index to fall in 
tandem with key stock 
markets around the globe.

rally, it is still down nearly

“Toronto 
cannot be driven by unique 
factors — not a chance.” 

The arrival of another 
minority Conservative gov¬ 
ernment — with both the 
Liberals and New 
Democrats holding some 
power as opposition 
parties — will likely spark 
muted gains for the TSX be¬ 
cause minority Parliaments 
“have often worked very 
well,” he said.

Stephane Dion, 53 , 
running a national 
election campaign as 
leader for the first time, 
spent most of the contest 
playing catch-up. 

Despite 19 months at the 
helm of the Liberal party, 
he was still trying to ce¬ 
ment a positive image with 
voters. Unpopular with 
many Quebecers because of 
his efforts during the Jean 
Chretien years to rein in na¬ 
tionalist aspirations, and lit¬ 
tle known among English 
Canadians, the Liberal stan¬ 
dard bearer was at a 
tremendous disadvantage 
against veteran campaign¬ 
ers like Harper and the 
NDP’s Jack Layton. 

He was hamstrung by di¬ 
visions within his own par¬ 
ty and, for more than a 
year, the Conservatives 
spent millions of dollars on 
advertising targeting Dion 
in an effort to make him 
appear weak, indecisive 
and nerdy. 

Voters’ cool attitude to¬ 
ward Dion was a problem at 
the door for the Liberals 
throughout the 37-day ef¬ 
fort, candidates said private¬ 


ly. And he confided late in 
the campaign that the un¬ 
precedented barrage of neg¬ 
ative personal advertising 
was more damaging than 
he had realized at first. 


But the most devastating 
moment in the entire cam¬ 
paign came as Dion was 
starting to hit his stride in 
the next-to-last week. CTV 
took the controversial step 


of airing an embarrassing 
interview segment with 
Dion after agreeing to treat 
it as an outtake. With Harp¬ 
er jumping in to accuse 
Dion of incompetence after 
the interview became pub¬ 
lic, the Liberals’ own polling 
numbers took a sharp dive 
as many voters apparently 
began to wonder if Dion 
was ready to be prime min¬ 
ister. 

Dion’s campaign also suf¬ 
fered from being built 
around the Green Shift 
strategy for fighting climate 
change. While it balanced 
higher fuel taxes with deep 
income tax cuts, the plan 
was open to being charac¬ 
terized by Harper and Lay- 
ton as a huge tax grab. 

By the end of the first 
week, Harper held a daunt¬ 
ing lead in the polls and 
many Canadians, including 
some Liberals, were writing 
the Liberal leader off as a 
hopeless loser.

In bad news for the Mc¬ 
Cain campaign, a Quinnip- 


iac University/Wall Street 
Jounal/ Washington Post 
poll yesterday gave Obama 
sizable leads in four battle¬ 
ground states. 

The Illinois senator, who 
has hammered economic 
issues in his own campaign 
speeches, was up 52 per 
cent to 43 per cent for Mc¬ 
Cain in Colorado, 54-38 in 
Michigan, 51-40 in Min¬ 
nesota and 54-37 in Wis¬ 
consin.

Violence in Afghanistan worst in 
six years, according to UN envoy 


war The insurgency in 
Afghanistan has spread be¬ 
yond Taliban strongholds 
in the south and east while 
the number of attacks in 
the countiy has reached a 
six-year high, a top UN en¬ 
voy said yesterday. 

Violence in Afghanistan 
this year is worse than at 
any time since U.S.-led and 
Afghan forces toppled the 
militant Islamist Taliban in 
2001. Fears are growing 
among NATO members 
that they are losing both 
the militaiy campaign and 
the support of ordinary 
Afghans. 

“In July and August we 


witnessed the highest 
number of security inci¬ 
dents since 2002,” UN spe¬ 
cial envoy to Afghanistan 
Kai Eide told the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council. 

The rise over the same 
period in 2007 was nearly 
40 per cent, he said. 

Eide said the insurgency 
has spread beyond the 
south and east and extend¬ 
ed to provinces around 
Kabul.

TSX gives thanks 
with record rally 


Toronto's premier stock in¬ 
dex staged a massive 
rebound yesterday, 
surging nearly 900 points, 
as investors cheered plans 
by U.S. and European gov¬ 
ernments to collectively 
invest about $2.5 trillion 
US of taxpayer money into 
beaten-down bank stocks 
with an eye to preventing 
a global recession. 

The S&P/TSX composite 
index — which was closed 
for the Thanksgiving Day 
holiday — was quick to 
play “catch up” to Mon¬ 
day’s colossal rally in global 
markets, surging in early 
trading by as much as 18 
per cent and recording its 
biggest-ever intraday spike. 
It later gave back a huge 


swath of that gain, closing 
up 9.82 per cent, or 890.5 
points, at 9,955.66. None¬ 
theless, it was the steepest 
percentage advance on 
record for the index. 

“Clearly the Canadian 
market is catching up to 
what the rest of the world 
did yesterday (Monday) in 
terms of responding 
favourably to the various 
plans that governments put 
in place,” said Kate Warne, 
a Canadian market strate¬ 
gist with brokerage Edward 
Jones in St. Louis, Mo. 

For its part, the TSX re¬ 
mains firmly in bear mar¬ 
ket territory, down nearly 
34 per cent from its record 
high set June 18.

New Mazda 6 gains size and power 


Mazda's success in lifting 
the 6 (or Atenza in other 
markets) to global acclaim 
— out of the 626’s boring 
mould — was no small 
feat. 

For North America, Maz¬ 
da poked and prodded the 6 
to nearly become the 
largest car in its class. One 
body style is offered, a 
sedan, fitted with your 
choice of either a powerful 
170-hp 2.5L four-cylinder 
engine or a really powerful 
272-hp 3.7L six-cylinder en¬ 
gine. That motor is wrapped 
in a four-door shell, modern 
and swoopy, helped along 
by even the smallest wheel 
size being 17-inch alloys. 

In Asia, Europe and the 
Middle East, the 6 is offered 
in three body styles like the 
outgoing model: Sedan; 
five-door hatchback; or 
wagon. It’s offered with a 
range of engines, including 
diesels. And size-wise, it’s 
nearly identical to the out¬ 
going car while “our” 6 is 
more than seven inches 
longer than “their” 6. Ours 
is also slightly larger in all 
other measurements, in¬ 
cluding weight. 

Do I need to express 
which one Canadians 
would rather drive? 

Despite wanting to hold 
the, um, dimensions 
against it, the new 6 is sim¬ 
ply larger than the original 
in every dimension: Wheel¬ 
base is lengthened by 115 
mm; overall length is 
greater by 195 mm; and 
overall width is increased 
by 60 mm. The upshot? 
You’ll benefit from more 
headroom, shoulder room, 
legroom and cargo room — 


the trunk grows by a useful 
39 litres to 469 litres. 

Inside, the 6 is a mix of 
current Mazda themes — 
pronounced centre stack, 
multiple red displays and a 
sporty instrument binnacle. 
Kudos to Mazda for keeping 
the two trim levels similar 
in interior appearance, with 
the base car feeling upscale 
— without making the top 
trim cars appear too cheap. 
Cubbyholes are every¬ 
where, but perhaps not as 
many as in an Accord. 

The car is offered in two 
trim grades, GS and GT. And 
listen closely because it gets 
murky: Each trim level is 
available with either the 
four-cylinder or six-cylinder 
engine. On four-cylinder 
models, the standard trans¬ 
mission is a six-speed manu¬ 
al, with a five-speed auto¬ 
matic optional. On V6 mod¬ 
els, a six-speed automatic is 
the only transmission avail¬ 
able. 

The four-cylinder GS 
starts at $22,495. You want 
standard features? Seven- 
teen-inch wheels, anti-loclc 
brakes (ABS) with electronic 
brake force distribution, 
traction control, front and 
side airbags as well as side- 
curtain air bags, height-ad¬ 
justable rear headrests, anti¬ 
theft alarm system, and en¬ 
gine-immobilizer are in¬ 
cluded, as are power win¬ 
dows, tilt and telescopic 
steering wheel, 

AM/FM/CD/MP3/AUX-IN 
stereo with six speakers, air 
conditioning, 60/40 split¬ 
fold rear seat. Both a five- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion with Sport mode (four- 
cylinder models) and satel¬ 


lite navigation system are 
available as standalone op¬ 
tions. 

When equipped with the 
3.7-litre V6 engine, the GS 
gets fog lights and LED tail- 
lights and bumps to 
$27,495. 

With the four- or six- 
cylinder motor, the only 
package available on the GS 
is labelled “Comfort” — in¬ 
cluded are: Dynamic stabili¬ 
ty control, eight-way power 
driver’s seat, sunroof, 
leather-wrapped steering 
wheel, shift knob and park¬ 
ing brake handle, and rain¬ 
sensing wipers. 

The GT trim is basically 
the GS with the Comfort 
package plus a few goodies, 
at a starting price of 
$27,395 for the four-cylin¬ 
der.

it’s by no means harsh — 
it’s actually quite surpris¬ 
ing just how well it’s been 
tuned for on-road comfort. 

The big news for 2009, 
apart from the slightest of 
interior and exterior fresh¬ 
ening, is the addition of a 
four-cylinder engine. 

The unit is a relatively fu¬ 
el-efficient 166-hp 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine, with 
a more powerful 230-hp

vans In 1983, the Internet 
was in its infancy, the first 
mobile phones were intro¬ 
duced and Chrysler was as¬ 
sembling a new automo¬ 
tive innovation — the first 
minivan.

Chrysler’s new “magic 
wagon” program faced un¬ 
certainty with tough U.S. 
economic conditions. It 
was not until the federal 
Chrysler Loan Guarantee 
Board approved $1.5 bil¬ 
lion US for future product 


programs in 1980 that 
Chrysler had the funding 
to move forward. 

With new capital to in¬ 
vest, and an economical 
program budget of $660 
million, all bets were on 
the production of the mag¬ 
ic wagon. The program was 
a “go,” receiving its official 
internal chassis program 
designation of “T-115.” 

On November 2, 1983, 
the first minivan rolled 
down the assembly line in 
Windsor. These 1984 mod- 
el-year Dodge Caravan and 
Plymouth Voyager models 
quickly appeared in dealer¬ 
ships alongside the Dodge 
Aries and Plymouth Reliant 
K-cars. 

Chrysler’s minivans were 


an instant success. As the 
minivan became a cultural 
icon throughout North 
America in the 1980s, its in¬ 
troduction to the interna¬ 
tional markets helped es¬ 
tablish and solidify the 
Chrysler brand worldwide. 

The newest fifth-genera¬

buying A majority of vehi¬ 
cles in the U.S. are rejected 
only after a new-vehicle 
shopper has visited a deal¬ 
ership, according to the J.D. 
Power and Associates 2008 
Escaped Shopper Study. 

The study, which ana¬ 
lyzes the reasons why con¬ 
sumers consider a model 
but ultimately purchase a 
different make or model, 
finds that 80 per cent of ve¬ 
hicles are rejected after a 
new-vehicle shopper has 
visited a dealership. 

Three dealer-related is¬ 
sues are among the top 
reasons for not purchasing 
a vehicle: Another dealer 
has better service; limited 
availability of the specific 
vehicle shoppers are look¬ 
ing for on dealer lots; and 
lack of professionalism 
among personnel at the 
dealership. 

The study also finds that 
an increasing number of 
shoppers have considered 
buying an Asian brand, 63 
per cent in 2008, up from 
60 per cent in 2007. 

Conversely, the propor¬ 
tion of shoppers who con¬ 
sidered buying a domestic 
brand has decreased, down 
to 55 per cent in 2008 from 
58 per cent last year. 

Shoppers who cross¬ 
shop among Asian and do¬ 
mestic brands are more 
likely to purchase an Asian 
brand and most often cite 
retained value, reliability 
and gas mileage as primary 
reasons for their choice. 

In contrast, customers 
who purchase a domestic 
brand instead most com¬ 
monly cite a desire to “buy 
American” as their pri¬ 
mary reason for purchase, 
followed by rebates and in¬ 
centives offered, and vehi¬ 
cle price. 

More shoppers cited gas 
mileage as a reason for re¬ 
jecting a vehicle, up to 
nearly 20 per cent this year 
from nearly 17 per cent in 
2007.

Parents need to put safety first when buying cars for teens 



Fast sports cars and roomy SUVs may not be the best options when picking a vehicle for young drivers, experts suggest. 


Parents faced with the 
challenge of choosing a 
first car for their teens 
should consider five tips 
from experts. 

Designed to help protect 
young drivers, these sug¬ 
gestions focus on safety, 
which also helps to lower 
the cost of auto insurance. 

A fast sports car conjures 
exciting images, while an 
SUV has ample room for 
all of their friends, and 
both vehicles have one 
thing in common: neither 
is a good choice for teens. 

Before car shopping be¬ 
gins, it is wise to set ground 
rules that may ease the po¬ 
larized viewpoints shared 
by parents and their teens. 

WATCH THE SPEED 

Driving fast cars with 
turbochargers and high 
horsepower carries signifi¬ 
cant risk. Since car acci¬ 
dents are the leading cause 
of death among 15- to 20- 
year-olds (one-third of 


those accidents are attrib¬ 
utable to speeding) any fast 
car is an unwise choice. 

A good choice is a vehi¬ 
cle with a four-cylinder en¬ 
gine and average horse¬ 
power, which costs less to 


insure and may save lives. 

GROUNDED IN REALITY 

When it comes to vehi¬ 
cles, many parents mistak¬ 
enly presume that big 
equates to safe. The oppo¬ 


site is often times true for 
young drivers, however, as 
SUVs and pick-up trucks 
can pose significant dan¬ 
gers for teen drivers. 

These vehicles have a 
high centre-of-gravity, 


which makes them less sta¬ 
ble and more prone to 
rollover than traditional 
mid-sized sedans, especially 
for inexperienced drivers. 

Pick-up trucks are two 
times more likely, and SUVs 


three times more likely, to 
roll over than traditional 
passenger cars. 

BUY 1997 OR LATER 

While pre-owned cars 
are less expensive, older 
models may be more costly 
to insure, and they often 
don't have modern safety 
features found on newer 
cars. 

Although many parents 
can’t afford new or almost- 
new vehicles, they should 
focus on models manufac¬ 
tured in 1997 or later, the 
year airbags were required 
in all cars. 

KNOW THE SCORE 

Whether shopping for a 
new or pre-owned vehicle, 
always check crash-test 
scores. 

ASK FOR A RATE QUOTE 

Before you go car shop¬ 
ping, find out how much 
it will cost to insure your 
teen in his or her new car.

Hugely popular in Europe 
and abroad, the B-Class is 
not the first car one thinks 
of when you mention Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz. 

The image of Mercedes- 
Benz in North America is 
of prestige vehicles loaded 
with technology. But in 
the rest of the world, Mer¬ 
cedes sells an astounding 
range of cars, buses and 
trucks that fill every price 
and need. 

And while our American 
cousins eschew compact 
sedans and hatchbacks, 
they have always been 
popular here, as witnessed 
by the success of the smart 
car. 

Built to Euro-tastes, the 
first B-Class cars were 
brought into Canada in 
2005 as a down market, en¬ 
try-level car. 

With plastic wheel covers 
over steel wheels and black 
door handles, they didn’t re¬ 
semble what we think of as 
a Mercedes-Benz with all 
the prestige and pride that 
comes with the three-point¬ 
ed star. 

But the new model 
adopts E-Class character 
lines that rises progressive¬ 
ly from the front wing to 
the rear taillight, an inter¬ 
esting divergence between 
the concave and convex 
surfaces along the flanks.

a chrome lower lip that 
adds to the overall upscale 
look, but also makes it easi¬ 
er to slide in big or heavy 
objects. 

The interior is amazingly 
large for such a small car. At 
1,530 litres, the length of 
the cabin is a full 70 per 
cent of the total length. The 
split/fold back seat has a 
pass-through for longer ob¬ 
jects and the cargo floor is 
height adjustable. 

The B-Class is available in 
a base B 200 with 2.0-litre,

Keira Knightley’s new 
movie, The Duchess, is the 
perfect way to spirit your¬ 
self back to the 18th cen¬ 
tury. 

The movie is based on 
the biography of Geor- 
giana Spencer, a beautiful 
aristocrat who marries the 
wealthy but cold duke of 
Devonshire. While her 
marriage is empty, her so¬ 
cial schedule is full — 
she’s a society darling, 
fashion icon, political 
campaigner, adulterer, 
compulsive gambler and 
England’s first celebrity. 

But just as dramatic as 
Georgiana’s story are the 
lavish costumes, towering 
wigs and the sumptuous 
18th-century sets. 

Director Saul Dibb was 
committed to making the 
set as authentic as possi¬ 
ble, so the movie was 
filmed in real 18th-centu¬ 
ry homes and gardens. 

Cast and crew travelled 
England to find suitable 
locations in which to film, 
picking a dining room 
from one house and a ball¬ 
room from another in or¬ 
der to create the perfect 
look. 

Filming was challeng¬ 
ing, not only because of 
the attention to detail but 
because of the restrictions 
on filming in these pro¬ 
tected, historic homes. 

Viewers get the chance 
to see inside some of the 
most opulent historic 
houses in England 
throughout the movie, 
but can also go for a snoop

in person — all of these 
stunning places are open 
to the public. Georgiana’s 
country home,

Set in extensive 
grounds, in the stunning 
rolling green hills of the 
Derbyshire countryside, 
this vast manor and the 
magnificent gardens are 


open to the public, so you 
can sweep through the 
long corridors like Knight¬ 
ley does in the film. 

Unfortunately, the duke 
and duchess’s London resi¬ 
dence, Devonshire House, 
no longer exists, so Dibb 
had to create it by using 
the best of some of the 
most majestic stately 
homes in England. 

One of London’s loveli¬ 
est art galleries, the Neo¬ 


classical Somerset House 
was used to represent the 
exterior of Devonshire 
House. 

Come here to see the 
building’s grand Edmond 
J. Safra Fountain Court 
that Georgiana enters by 
horse-drawn carriage 
when she is first taken 
home by the Duke and 
greeted by legions of ser¬ 
vants. The building is 
home to the Courtald 
Gallery, which has one of 
the most important collec¬ 
tions of art in England, in¬ 
cluding works by Cezanne 
and Rembrandt (somerset- 
house.org.uk). 

Another house used to 
portray Devonshire House 
is Kedleston Hall in Der¬ 
byshire. The gardens and 
five of the rooms in this 
Neoclassical mansion, 
owned by the National 
Trust, were used during 
filming, as well as Althorp, 
the Spencer family home, 
and one of Georgiana’s 
rented villas in Bath. 

Two of Kedleston’s 
staffers were used as ex¬ 
tras on the five-week shoot 
here, and four property 
managers had to follow 
the crew around the house 
to ensure the interiors 
weren’t damaged. 

Until March 2009, Kedle¬ 
ston Hall will be showcas¬ 
ing some of Knightley’s 
costumes for The Duchess 
and behind-the-scenes 
photos of the shoot here, 
as well as parts of a replica 
floor that was made to pro¬ 
tect the Marble Hall floor 
during a ballroom scene

sured that genres such as 
epics and adventure films 
are nonexistent, so it’s not 
surprising that we’ve only 
produced two war films in 
25 years, the newest of 
which — Paul Gross’ Pass- 
chendaele — is being re¬ 
leased this Friday. 

Like its predecessor, 
Robin Phillips’ 1983 The 
Wars, it’s set during World 
War I, and the pair may 
constitute the whole of the 
country’s catalogue of fic¬ 
tional war films. 

The fact isn’t surprising 
— movie production in 
this country is as much a 
bureaucratic as a cultural 
undertaking, and the 1914- 
1918 war looms large in 
our cherished national 
myths, thanks to histori¬ 
ans such as C. P. Stacey, 
who called it the most im¬ 
portant event in Canadian 
history, and Desmond Mor¬ 
ton and J. L. Granatstein, 
who dubbed it our war of 
independence. 

The mere existence of a 
film like Passchendaele is a 
contribution to that long¬ 
standing project of buffing 
up our history — with an 
educational component 
ready to be sent into the 
schools, you can look at it 
as a belated update to the 
memorials and cenotaphs 
that went up in the centre 
of practically every city, 
town and village in the 
country in the years after 
the Armistice. 

With such little practice, 
however, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing that Passchendaele is 
more familiar than 
groundbreaking. 

The brutal truth is that 
most films about World 
War I still play out like re¬ 
makes of Lewis Milestone’s 
Oscar-winning All Quiet 
On The Western Front, 
made in 1930 at the dawn 
of talkies. 

Much as the war left an 
indelible mark on Canada,

it established its imagery 
worldwide with nightmar¬ 
ish vividness early on, and 
every World War I movie 
ends up recreating the 
scenes that Milestone 
filmed when the genera¬ 
tion that witnessed it in 
person hadn’t even 
reached middle age — the 
endless trenches bracket¬ 
ing a deadly sea of mud 
and barbed wire, filled 
with the bodies, living and 
dead, of men who had 
learned firsthand about 
the absurdity of politics 
and the futility of life, a 
cultural mood that would 
still be a vital force well 
past the point when the 
next world war began. 

Structurally, though, 
Gross’ film is a very differ¬ 
ent creature, misleadingly 
titled, since scenes set in 
battle only boolcend the 
melodramatic story of a 
soldier and a nurse well be¬ 
hind the lines — in Cal¬ 
gary, in fact. 

In this light, Passchen¬ 
daele is more like the 1957 
adaptation of A Farewell To 
Arms, starring Rock Hud¬ 
son and Jennifer Jones, or 
D-Day The Sixth Of June, a 
1956 film which takes 


place mostly in a flashback 
on the eve of the pivotal 
World War II battle, and 
concerns itself mostly with 
a love triangle between 
two soldiers and an Eng¬ 
lishwoman. 

Gross’ apparent impa¬ 
tience with the actual bat¬ 
tle that gave his film its ti¬ 
tle is to be expected; the 
best American film about 
World War II (William 
Wyler’s 1946 The Best 
Years Of Our Lives) actually 
takes place after Japan and 
Germany are defeated, and 
you might argue that the 
best film about Vietnam 
(Francis Ford Coppola’s 
Apocalypse Now) has 
about the same relation¬ 
ship to that conflict as a 
cheesecake has to a cow. 

War is terrible enough 
that it’s hard to imagine 
anyone wanting to spend 
two hours immersed in it, 
even in a theatre, so we 
use it as a setting for a ro¬ 
mance (The English Pa¬ 
tient) or an adventure 
(Guns Of Navarone), or 
even a bitter romance shot 
through with a castigating 
vision of a Canada rife 
with bigotry and intoler¬ 
ance (Passchendaele).

Networks spin the PVR effect 


NEVER TOO LATE: The net¬ 
works are sighing in relief 
and looking gratefully at 
the kids and their newfan¬ 
gled technology this week 
now that ratings figures 
for delayed viewing — 
shows watched on PVRs af¬ 
ter they’ve had their 
broadcast premiere, in oth¬ 
er words — are finally in. 

According to a New York 
Times story from Monday, 
it took Nielsen three weeks 
to get an accurate read on 
delayed viewing numbers, 
and all in all, the numbers 
are good, so what’s to com¬ 
plain about, right? 

What the new technolo¬ 
gy has done, among other 
things, is allow the net¬ 
works to defy simple laws 
of nature in their quest for 
viewers, such as the one 
that says no one can be in 
two places at the same 
time. When two big shows 
face off against each other 
on the same night — like 
Grey’s Anatomy on ABC 
and The Office on NBC, for 
instance — no one has to 
choose if they can record 
one, or both, and enjoy 
them later. Both shows 
were big beneficiaries of 
PVR viewing, according to

Nielsen, with Grey’s Anato¬ 
my picking up 4.2 million 
viewers and The Office 
picking up 2.5 million extra 
pairs of eyes. 

House also got a boost, 
with 3.7 million viewers 
watching at their conven¬ 
ience, and Heroes, which 
has had very soft ratings 
since its season debut, 
picked up 42 per cent new 
viewers in the 18 to 49 de¬ 
mographic, and a total of 
2.4 million new viewers on 
playback, almost making 
up for its supposedly lost 
viewers — no surprise for a 
show that skews youthful¬ 
ly, and therefore is more 
technologically literate. 

Hammering that little so¬ 
ciocultural point home, an¬ 
other geeky, youthful show 
— Fox’s Fringe — also did 
well in delayed viewing, as 
did 90210 and How I Met 
Your Mother. Even more in¬

teresting was that Sunday 
Night Football only picked 
up a scant 10,000 viewers 
in delayed viewing, and 
Dancing With the Stars 
picked up a mere 15 per 
cent of younger viewers. 
These numbers are proof 
that there are now two 
types of prime-time pro¬ 
grams: “Event” shows that 
you need to catch live to 
have something to 
tallc/blog/Facebook/Twitter 
about, and shows you take 
in at your leisure, like a 


rented movie, without car¬ 
ing too much about having 
plot points spoiled ahead of 
time. The networks are go¬ 
ing to have to figure out 
which one they’re in the 
business of selling sooner 
or later, and their choice is 
going to have a bigger ef¬ 
fect on TV than the advent 
of colour, perhaps even the 
introduction of cable. 
They’ll have to figure out a 
new way to make money 
off of advertisers, though, 
since the conventional wis¬ 


dom among ad buyers is 
that delayed viewing 
means skipped commer¬ 
cials — the president of re¬ 
search at NBC even went so 
far as to call PVRs “the ulti¬ 
mate frenemy.” 

It’s a word that’s proba¬ 
bly going to join “get a 
horse” in the annals of ex¬ 
ecutive cluelessness one 
day.

Grilled swordfish 
steaks with tomato 
and pepper salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 swordfish or other fish 
steaks, about 5 % oz (150 g) 
each 

4 tbsp (60 mL) extra virgin olive 
oil 

Juice of 1 small orange 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
Pepper to taste 
1 orange, cut into wedges, to 
garnish 

TOMATO AND PEPPER SALSA: 

7 oz (200 g) Italian tomatoes, 
diced 

1/2 red pepper, seeded and 
diced 

1/2 red onion, finely chopped 
Juice of 1 small orange 
'A. oz (15 g) fresh basil, 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 mL) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

1 teaspoon caster (superfine) 
sugar 

Pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1 . Place fish steaks in a shallow 
non-metallic dish. Mix togeth¬ 


er olive oil, orange juice, garlic 
and pepper to season, and 
spoon over the fish steaks. 

2 . For salsa, combine tomatoes, 
red pepper, onion, orange 
juice, basil, balsamic vinegar 
and sugar, and season with 
pepper. Spoon into serving 
bowl. 

3 . Heat a lightly oiled, ridged 
cast-iron grill pan or a heavy- 
based frying pan over a high 
heat. Place the fish steaks in 
the grill pan or in the frying 
pan and cook for 2-3 minutes 
per side, basting from time to 
time with oil mixture, until 
fish flakes easily. 

4 . Place fish steaks on individ¬ 
ual warm serving plates and 
grind over some additional 
black pepper. Garnish fish 
with wedges of orange and 
serve with salsa.
